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FARM  PRODUCTION  FARM  DISPOSITION,  AND  VALUE  OF  BARLEY.  1909-1941  l/ 

Estimates  of  farm  disposition  of  barley,  as  presented  in  the  ensuing 
tables,  form  one  of  a  series  of  reviews  of  the  farm  disposition  of  agricultural 
productso   These  reviews   by  States^,  are  historical  in  nature.,   They  are  issued 
primarily  to  make  available  such  revisions  in  farm  disposition  statistics  as 
become  necessary  through  revisions  in  the  estimates  of  production  to  the 
census  baseu   Further  revisions  have  resulted  from  reappraisal  of  information 
gathered  in  early  years  in  the  light  of  additional  information  from  new  sources 
now  available o 

Data  in  this  report  are  on  a  crop-year  basis  and  relate  to  disposition 
on  farms  where  producedo   To  obtain  the  quantities  of  grain  soldp  estimated 
percentages  of  the  production  are  applied  to  production  of  barley  in  bushels  each 
year0   The  starting  points  on  sales  of  barley  are  the  sales  data  reported  by  the 
censuses  of  1909  and  1919,,  converted  into  percentages  of  production   These 
census  sales  figures  were  adjusted  upward  in  some  instances  where  other  infor- 
mation indicated  they  apparently  were  too  lowr  but  in  general  the  census  pro- 
vided the  only  absolute  data  available  on  the  quantities  soldo   For  earlier 
years  other  than  the  census  years,  the  estimates  are  based  largely  on  the  rela- 
tionship between  the  percentages  sold  as  derived  from  the  census  and  reports 
from  crop  correspondents 0   These  correspondents  reported  annually  the  "percent- 
age of  the  crop  shipped  out  of  the  county  where  grown"  for  a  period  ended  in 
1939,  and  the  "percentage  of  the  crop  sold  or  to  be  sold"  for  the  period 
1931-36o 

The  current  level  of  sales  is  based  upon  percentages  derived  from  annual 
individual  farm  inquiries  as  to  quantities  produced  and  quantities  sold  or  to  be 
soldo   This  series  of  data  extends  from  1937  to  date  und  is  being  continued o 
These  current  indications  were  related  to  the  crop  reporters3  judgment  per- 
centages mentioned  above  through  their  overlapping  periods  and  for  the  en- 
tire period  these  indications  of  sales  were  related  to  production  and  supply 
(production  plus  oarry»in)0 

The  difference  between  total  production  and  sales  was  adopted  as  the 
quantity  used  for  seed  and  fed  to  livestock  on  the  farms  where  producedo   The 
quantity  required  for  seeding  the  United  States  acreage  in  any  recent  year  is  es- 
timated at  about  1063  bushels  per  acre  seeded  for  the  ensuing  year°s  crop0   The 
rate  varies  by  States  and  for  fall~sown  and  springes own  aereage0   No  information 
is  available  as  to  the  proportion  of  this  which  is  heme -grown  seedo   Some  losses 
by  fire,  floodc  vermin,,  and  other  waste  may  be  included,,  but  such  quantities  are 
believed  to  be  relatively  small o

The    crop-marketing  season  for  barley   is  f  rom   June   1   to   May  31 
for   New  Jersey,    Pennsylvania,    Ohio,    Missouri,    Kansas,    Delaware,    Maryland, 
Virginia,    North  Carolina,    South  Carolina,    Georgia,,    Kentucky,    Tennessee, 
Arkansas,    Oklahoma,    Texas,    New  Mexico,   Arizona,   and  California;      July  1 
to    June    30  for  all   other  States 0     The    values   shown  are   for   the  marketing 
season   or  crop-year  and   should  not  be    confused  with  calendar-year   inoome  „ 
The    values   are    computed  by  applying  the    indicated   season  average   prioe 
to  the   quantity  produced  or   sold. 

This   review  of   farm  disposition  of  barley  extends  from  1909,      the 
first   year   of   the   series   for  any   commodity,   to   1941„        Similar  data  for   the 
1942    crop,    as   revised   currently,    and   preliminary  estimates   for    1943  appear 
in  a  report  entitled,   Farm  Production,   Farm  Disposition  and   Value   of   Prin- 
cipal   crops,    issued  May  2,    1944,   which  covered  most   field,    seed,   and   fruit 
crops.        Similar   current   reports  will  be    issued  annually  in  April   or   May.
